If you doubt it, listen to his description of society as 
functioning in that benighted era of 1887. “Society in 
these days was like a prodigious coach which the masses 
of humanity were harnessed to,- and dragged toilsomely 
along a very hilly and sandy road. The driver was Hung¬ 
er and permitted no lagging. The top of the coach was 
covered with people who never got down even at the 
steepest ascents. Well up out of the dust, the occupants 
enjoyed the scenery, or critically discussed the merits of 
the straining haulers. The competition for these places on 
the top was keen and the rule was that a man could leave

One word which is very expressive and frequently 
heard these days is the word “ornery.” One hears it on 
every side, either as a charge against oneself or against 
society. “1 ai 
ornery.” 

“Orneriness’ 


is an outward and visible sign of an in¬ 
ward spiritual state. It is a condition aggravated by grass¬ 
hoppers, drought, governments, and such distresses. But 
after all, it starts with lourselves, is cnuured by ourselves 
and those with whom we are in contact, without in any 
wise altering those external irritations which aggravate 
it. There is no denying that there is sufficient provoca¬ 
tion for ruffled dispositions. Disappointments and discour¬ 
agements have hounded most people until the mainsprings 
of laughter, spontaneity and geniality are beginning to 
run down. We are growing shorter in temper, quicker to 
imagine flights that do not exist, taking grim pleasure in 
disagreement, and right on our toes to buck anything any¬ 
time. 

But after all, what does it get us? Nothing except the 
reputation of being good people to avoid. Most of our hap¬ 
piness comes from our ability to livS on friendly, harmon¬ 
ious terms with ourselves and those with whom we are 
in immediate contact. Yet we vent our general discour¬ 
agement on those nearest to us, who are in no sense re¬ 
sponsible for the condition of things, and who also have 
their troubles quite as serious as our own. When we yield 
to the natural but very disagreeable habit of “orneriness” 
we bring more unhappiness ; to entirely innocent people 
whom we really like and depend upon, and more unhappi¬ 
ness to ourselves. 

One of our local people says he makes a tremendous 
effort to hold steady, by doing his best in everything for 
which he is himself responsible, and refusing to worry 
about anything else. This is a philosophy which few of 
us have yet been able to attain. If obligations were ex¬ 
acted on this basis, it would be more easy to accept calm¬ 
ly the blows of fate. But unfortunately one’s best is not 
good enough at times to meet the demands made upon us. 

But most of us could discipline and watch ourselves 
much more sternly than we do. We could go farther than 
we do in suppressing personal moods of discouragement 
and orneriness. We can refrain from adding our touch ol 
gloom to the general scene. And we could keep in mind 
that unless we succeed in keeping our own small sphere 
as happy, as courageous and normal ar possible, there is 
not much hope of the larger human relationships within 
nations or between nations being- peaceful and unselfish 
and healthy.

SECESSION 


It is unfortunate that the talk of secession so often 
comes when people are in difficulties from which they can¬ 
not escape, even by seceding. Secession has been brought 
to the front by British Columbia, a province that has 
long been dissatisfied with treatment received in the mat¬ 
ter of tariffs, relief and general development. If the Do¬ 
minion does not view this most westerly province more 
leniently, there is talk amongst its people of “going it 
alone” as the Dominion of British Columbia. The sugges¬ 
tion is also made that Alberta might link up with this 
new Dominion. 

'There has been not a little comment on this threat by 
the press of B.C. and Alberta. The comment is divided 
in sentiment but it is noticeable that the general tone is 
not particularly critical. The hopelessness of the outlook 
so far as Western producers is concerned, is not sweeten¬ 
ed to any great extent by the news that Eastern business 
is showing distinct recovery. This is not a spirit of jeal¬ 
ousy, but a conviction that much more attention has been 
paid to the welfare of Eastern manufacturers and finan¬ 
cial interests than to marketing the products of the West. 
Even the hope of the British agreements made three 
years ago, has brought small actual result and is jeopar¬ 
dized by the self-sustaining policy promoted in England. 

B. C. is in fighting humor, and is busy w#th pencil and 
paper, figuring what it has spent over the years in East¬ 
ern factories, on goods that might have been purchased 
much more cheaply elsewhere. The “donations” in the in¬ 
terest of Dominion solidarity have been estimated by 
some authorities, as equal to the Provincial debt. That is 
to say, that “buying Eastern Canadian” has cost B.C. av 
much as the debt now held over it by the Dominiofi and 
other holders. 

Whether this be true or not, it is a study worthy of the 
statisticians. II is not conducive to brotherly affection to 
read the charge made by a government member in the 
House that “the West should remember that in the first 
place the East bought and paid for it.’’ 

Certainly the West has contributed fabulously to the 
East in freight charges, in interest, in the purchase of 
tariff protected goods. CertaThly it could have bought 
much more advantageously elsewhere in the good buying 
years. It might be stimulating to our sel^respect to have 
definite data on where the real obligation lies—if obliga¬ 
tion is the word to use in a family matter. 

But with the debts of the Western provinces so over¬ 
whelming and held in the present hands, the likeliehood of 
dignified secession is remote. 


EDUCATIONAL CHANGES 


Hon. Perrin Baker, Minister of Education, has announc¬ 
ed that the committee on education will meet on June 8 
and 9 to make a complete survey of the Alberta field. This 
survey wilt^ it is hoped, give direction to any changes 
which may be deemed advisable. 

In order to secure a wide range of provincial opinion, 
Mr. Baker has sent out a questionnaire to representative 
citizens, professional and non-professional, throughout’ Al¬ 
berta. His questionnaire includes the following questions: 

What should we expect to accomplish in our schools? 

To what extent is the school keeping up with changing 
conditions, and what changes should be made to meet 
these conditions 

I s it possible to modify our courses in such a way as to 
more completely meet the needs rising Trom varying ca-> 
parities and interests of pupils? Specify changes. 

Was it a wise move to eliminate departmental examina¬ 
tions in the first year and part of the second year of High 
School ? Should it be extended ? 

What subjects, if any, should be dropped ? 

What subjects, if any, should be added? 

If too much time is spent on some subjects and too lit¬ 
tle on others, specify. ~— 

What else would you suggest for school improvement? 

The Times is not in position to argue with any assur¬ 
ance the merits or defects of the_ existing system. It does, 
however, believe there should be definite space on the cur¬ 
riculum—and a large space—for the study and discussion 
of social relationships. There is no disputing that the 
youth of today has a very live interest in matters of eco¬ 
nomics, in conditions o^, labor and capital, in the mechan¬ 
ized world and resulting adjustments in profit sharing in 
social credit, in trade relationships an#, all such topics as 
are absorbing and baffling adults. Why should these 
young people not be encouraged through the schools to 
broaden their knowledge of the basic causes of current 
social and economic conditions. Rest assured they are 
farming opinions and prejudices, often with all too little 
ground work of information.

He refused to let 
them forget that some of them had 
formed mergers that are not njow bal¬ 
ancing their budgets, Critics have to 
be mighty careful these days. 

Eiforts will be made in Calgary to 
stamp out the “do nat ions rackets. 
Merchants are continually being solic¬ 
ited for donations of goods and cash. 
If the merchants and wholesalers are 
agreed these requests will be turned 
over to the secretary of the board of 
trade for reference to a special com¬ 
mittee. Persons or organizations 
seeking these donations will be asked 
to furnish the secretary with state¬ 
ments of what the money is being 
raised for, how much was raised in 
the previous year and how the money 
was spent. The bureau members em¬ 
phasized strongly that they were 
wholly in favor of supporting certain 
well-known charities and gommunity 
organizations which were doing excel¬ 
lent work in the city, but strongly ob¬ 
jected to "the eternal chiselling of 
small organizations.”

courtesy by the Banking Commission 
the questions which he asked seemed 
quite in order. 

He wanted to know the (gross cost 
to the people-of Canada of the pri¬ 
vate money system, the cost of financ¬ 
ing governments through the private 
banking system. He wanted state¬ 
ments of loans, overdrafts and advan¬ 
ces made to corporations on which 
bank directors were sitting as direc¬ 
tors or interested parties. He wanted 
the wealth of bank directors disclosed. 

“The Bank of Canada, as proposed 
is nothing but a branch bank of the 
Bank of England, modelled on the 
antiquated id^as that came into being 
with the English Bank Act of 1844,’' 
said Mr. McGeet. 

“Administration of currency an! 
credit is now recognized as the na¬ 
tion’s most important Duhlic utility 
and the day is past when the econom¬ 
ic blood stream of the social.order 
can be left to the profit seeking de¬ 
sires of men, who are not Gods but 
usurers.” 

Mr. McGeer’s four point program 
which he submitted to the banking 
committee, and which received little 
consideration was (1) a national hank 
ing system administering to the ser¬ 
vice of the people; (2) Taxation to 
prevent the accumulation of money 
and credit by groups; (3) a depart¬ 
ment of economic control, empowered 
to adjust wages, working conditions, 
production, distribution, competition, 
public works and social services with¬ 
in the hounds of reason; (4) a de¬ 
partment of international credit and 
trade management. Goods and servi¬ 
ces should be secured from other 
countries in equal volume to the value 
of goods and services given to them.
